Milk Market 


The Editor: 

I would like to comment 
on the Alberta Milk Market 
Sharing Plan proposals re- 
cently introduced by the Alb- 
erta Committee on Milk 
Market Sharing. 

At a meeting in Andrew, 
Alberta, held on Nov, 26, 
called for the purpose of 
explaining the Plan, several 
important points were 
brought out during the dis- 
cussion, 

1, While the mechanics 
of adopting the Plan by a 
vote of producers is clear- 
ly defined, there are no 
Stipulations on how produc- 
ers may drop it, intheevent 
that they decided they no 
longer wanted it after a 
trial period, 

2, Although the drafters 
of the plan saw fit to im- 
pose minimum production 
requirements for quota ele- 
gibility, there are no pro- 
visions for maximum pro- 
duction, thereby leaving the 
field wide open for corpor- 
ate encroachment, 

3, The proposed ‘Policy 
Committee,’’ although 
creating the illusion that 
there will be producer par- 
ticipation in policy dee 
cisions, could, in fact, be 


rendered a sterile body be- 
cause its members are app- 
ointed by the Milk Control 
Board, rather than elected 


by the producers at large 
who will be required to pay 
for the cost of administer- 
ing the Plan, 

4. The Plan includes no 
provisions for direct price 
negotiations between pro- 
ducers and processors. 

Unless these inadequacies 
are rectified, it is my opin- 
fon that adoption of the plan 
by producers should be post- 
poned,

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Arsene Pelletier looks back on a long, productive life

else,’’ So answered Mr, Ar- 
sene Pelletier, 85, when 
asked which time in his life 
he remembered as being the 
happiest. 

For Arsene Pelletier, 
happingss must mean work- 
ing, for he began working to 
support himself at the age of 
15, and he was still working 
70 years later. 

Born in St, Roch des Aul- 
naeis, Quebec, he was one of 
a family of 13, Arsene moved 
with them to the Legal dis- 
trict in 1905, having pre- 
viously worked two years in 
the mines in Pennsylvania 


He bought a homestead in 
the area, and in order to keep 
it, spent the four years from 
1906 - 10 working summers 
in the gold mines and brick 
yards in Montana, and 
freighting to Slave Lake with 
horse and sleigh in the win- 
ters. He recalls wrapping 
his fingers to protect them 
while handling the bricks, 
and many hard cold journeys 
to Slave Lake and back, 

In 1914 he married Cecile 
Coulombe of Legal and four 
children were born on the 
homestead: Leandre, 


Claire, Lina and Rose. About 
1910 the homestead was ex- 
panded to a mixed farming 
operation, and supported the 
family, all of whom had jobs 
to do,

Dogs served as 
telephonés 


Mrs, Pelletier had awon- 
derful way with dogs and 
trained them to herd cattle 
and sheep, take messages 
to her husband in the fleld 
and do other jobs around 
the homestead. At one time 
Mr. Pelletier lost a prize 
gold watch and chain, and 
Mrs, Pelletier instructed 
the dog to find it. Hours 
later the dog came back with 
the precious watch, which 
Mr. Pelletier still carries. 
It and the chain are 67 years 
old and in fine working order, 

On another occasion the 
family returned from mass 
to find a young lamb missing 
from the house where it had 
been taken for bottle feeding. 
A wolfhound dog on the farm 
had taken it to the back gar- 
den and buried it in his 
favorite spot for stowing 
bones, The lamb was dis- 
covered bleating mourn- 
fully, buried up to its neck 
in the garden, with the soll 
firmly packed around it. 


Simple pleasures 


Life was hard and at one 
time the loss of most of the 
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sheep on the homestead, 
through an infectious dis- 
ease, nearly broke Mr. 
Pelletier, Work was hard 
too, and for long hours, but 
there were family and neigh- 
borhood gatherings, when 
Mr. Pelletier on his mouth 
organ, and five brothers on 
violins were much in demand 
Horseshoes, checkers and 
tug-of-war matches were 
favorite pastimes, with Ar- 
sene a formidable foe onthe 
rope. Great pride was taken 
by families in grooming hor- 
ses, polishing harness and 
making wagons or sleighs 
look their best for the Sun- 
day morning drive to mass. 
Going to town was fun too, 
and Lina (Lafranchise) still 
remembers the picnic lun- 
ches of salt pork and eggs 
enjoyed by the family en- 
route home in their two- 
wheel cart. 


One cow 


starts a dairy 


In 1920 Arsene decided 
to go into the dairy business, 
This venture was begun with 
14 acres of rented land on 
Portage avenue, (now Kings- 
way), and one cow, There 
were no fences on the pro-

perty, and as the herd grew 
the cows were kept on chains 
in the pasture. Four more 
children were born, Delphis, 
Denise, Emilie and Pauline, 
Again the older children 
worked with their parents, 
and there were plenty of 
jobs to do, both before and 
after school. 

The herd grew to 34 cows 
and the delivery moved from 
horse-drawn cart to panel 
truck, Pelletier Dairy was 
one of only three in Edmon- 
ton, In winter the dog would 
pull four of the children down 
Kingsway to 96th street cor- 
ner, on their way to Sacred 
Heart school. Several cabins 
were built and rented t 
summer tourists. In 1927 the 
Pelletier Dairy float won 
first prize in Confederation 
Day parade in the city, 


That same year Mr. 
Pelletier, who had become 
an astute businessman, got 
property on St. Albert Trail 
(in the vicinity of Northgate 
Motel) and the dairy farm 
was moved. About eight 
acres, and the cabins, were 
retained on the southwest 
corner of Kingsway site, 
near Horse Lake. 


baker 

Now was the time to begin 
a bakery on the dairy farm, 
and Arsene built a shop at 
the front of his house, and 
for five years worked late 
into the night baking bread. 
He was the first baker in 
the district to offer milk 
bread for sale. Three more 
children arrived, Annette, 
Ernest and Yvette, The dairy 
had grown to 64 cows and 
the poultry flock numbered 
about 4,000, 

The family moved to Van- 
couver in December 1936, 
and Mr, Pelletier turned his 
hand to logging on the {sland, 
As was noted earlier, work- 
ing for a boss was not {deal 
and Arsene returned to St, 
Albert Trail in 1942 and 
started up the dairy again. 
Two sons were born in B.C, 
Emile and Andre. 

Arsene lost his wife in 
1947 at the age of 51. The 
dairy continued to prosper 
and the farm was the first 
in the area to get Calgary 
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Claire Bonneville,
